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INTRODUCTION

This bibliography revises and updates Affordable Community Housing, last published by the Rura
Information Center in 1993, and compiled by Cheryl A. Bower. There have been severd changes.

% How Has This Publication Changed?

The previous edition contained materia that was only of interest to developers or managers of
affordable housing projects. In response to an increased number of callsto the Rurd Information
Center from citizens requesting information about how to purchase an affordable home and affordable
housing assstance programs, this edition contains a section pecificdly for individuas and families who
are thinking about buying ahome. Thereis ill a section for developers and managers. The find section,
which isaso new, contains severd lists of contacts that would be helpful both to a prospective home
buyer and a developer or manager of affordable housing projects.

« What |sand Isn't Included?

Thisis not an exhaugtive bibliography. 1t is meant as a garting point for further action or
research. The materid in the section for prospective homebuyers contains information about buying a
single family home, townhouse, co-op unit, or condominium only. Materia about programs such as
U.S. Department of Housing and Urban Development Section 8 Rental Assistance was not reviewed.
The materid in the section for developers and managers covers a broader range of topics, including
materid on sngle-family homes, aswel as multi-family housing projects.

% How IsIt Organized?

The publication is divided into three sections. part one, for homebuyers, part two, for
developers, and part three, contacts. Part one and two contain subsections describing relevant books,
articles, government documents, and organizations. For the print materia, each entry containsa
bibliographic citation and a brief annotation. The organization section provides the address, phone
numbers, and World Wide Web address (if available), as well as a description of each group. The
section for developers dso has a section listing professiona journas and newdetters. Developers
should note that the subsection for organizations lists the publications of the organizations. The find
section which ligts contacts contains three subsections, U.S. Department of Housing and Urban
Development State Offices, U.S. Department of Agriculture State Rura Development Offices, and
State Housing Finance Agencies.

< Where Did You Find This Material?

To compilealist of books and articles for the home buyer section, severa public library
catalogs were searched, aswell as OCLC (an internationd database used by libraries for inter-library

Vi
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loans and cataoging). The developer section was compiled from materia available at the Nationd
Agriculturd Library, the Universty of Maryland (a Federa Depository Library), and the publication
lists of savera associations, foundations, and private-sector groups with active affordable housing
projects. The list of organizations was drawn from books and articles, as well as searches of the World
Wide Web. The decison to provide contact information for HUD, USDA, and state housing finance
agencies was based on the fact that RIC includes that contact information in the response to dmost
every housing-rdated inquiry it receives. Contact information for the Veterans Administration can be
found in the organizations subsection of the homebuyer section. Thelist of HUD sate offices was
provided by the Housing Assistance Council. Thelist of USDA gate rural development offices was
provided by the Rurd Housing Service. The list of state housing finance agencies was complied by
consulting severd directories, searching the World Wide Web, and cdling the offices directly.

% How Is Everything Listed?

The bibliographic citations for print materia in this publication are based on a dightly modified
verson of the Chicago Manual of Style, lising the titles first. The organizations are listed with the
address and phone number, including a brief description of the group. In the section for developers, the
organization section aso contains information about the publications of the group. The description might
not list every service provided by the group. Readers are encouraged to contact the groups to request
brochures for more information.

% WhereDo | Go To Get The Book, Article, or Pamphlet?

Firg, try your local library. The section for prospective home buyers contains materia mosily
found in public libraries in Maryland, with the hope thet they are available in public libraries across the
nation. If your locd library does not own the item, ask as reference librarian about setting up an inter-
library loan. For government documents, you can either cdl the phone number provided in the citation
for the publication or you can visit your local Federa Depository Library. If you are not familiar the
Federal Depository Library Program, ask your local reference librarian for more information and the
local depository near you (usudly at larger colleges and universities). Second, you can contact the
publisher or the group respongble for the document. Severd publicationsin this bibliogrephy are
sponsored by a foundation or association, and you can buy a copy of the document from that group.

New York : Times Books,
1994. 451 p.

Thisis another home buyer's guide written by a
syndicated red estate columnigt. Glink was
once voted Best Consumer Reporter by the
Nationa Association of Red Edtate Editors.
The book is very thorough, yet dso very easy
to read, and just as vauable to those who are
not firg-time home buyers. The questions are
broken up into four sections to cover the basics
of the homebuying process; looking for ahome;
putting the dedl together; financing; and the
closng. Thereisagood description of aspects
of the Redl Estate Settlement Procedures Act
(RESPA) and the "good faith estimate’ of
closing costs. The author also covers VA loan
programs more completely than other regl
edtate writers. The appendices are extensive,
including a six page section entitled, "Top ten
mistakes firg-time buyers make," samples of
mog of the formsinvolved in the homebuying
process, a sample HUD-1 settlement
datement, amortization tables panning from a
4% rate to a 12 7/8% rate, and a glossary of
rea estate terms.

The 106 Common Mistakes Homebuyers
Make (and How to Avoid Them). Gary W.

Eldred. New York : Wiley, 1994. 207 p.

Each chapter in this book congsts of
gpproximately twelve mistakes and the lesson
to be learned from each. Chapter topicsinclude
choosing ahome, getting a home appraised and
inspected, negotiating the purchase, arranging
financing, and going to closing. The author has
lead severd professond education program for
Redltors, home builders, and mortgage officers,
aswell asa series of ssminars entitled Stop
Renting Now, and he includes many anecdotes
from his sudents. Severa of the "mistakes’
focus on determining the vaue of the house by
noticing factors such as location and how much
work would be required to maintain or increase
the vaue of the house. The author believes, in
many Stuations, buying a home is better than
renting and he provides severd explanationsto
judtify his belief.

Buy Your First Home! Robert Irwin.
Chicago, IL : Real Estate Education Co.,
1995. 196 p.

This book provides explanations of finding a
real estate agent, finding a home, and financing
the purchase. The author does offer an entire
chapter on "fixer-uppers” including how to
determine if the purchase would make good
financid sense. The section on financing is very
generd. It Sarts out by asking the question,
"What isamortgage?' The following section,
seecting the right mortgage, includes

descriptions of FHA mortgages, VA
mortgages, insured conventional mortgages,
and HHler financing. The book lacksthe red
edtate term glossary and amortization tables
found in the appendices of most home buying
books.

Wiley & Sons, 1994. 193 p.

This easy to read book is hdpful for snglesas
well as couples. The book describes different
types of mortgages, tips on how to negotiate,
and aspects of closing. Thereis a section about
looking for ared estate agent and questions
you should ask. The author includes severd
interesting stories throughout the book about
the experiences of red people. The book ends
with a chapter and a checklist about things to
congder as your moving in to your new home,
such asturning on the utilities. The gppendices
include aglossary, alig of gate housing finance
agencies, and loan amortization tables.

This book covers al the components of the
homebuying process, including analyzing your
housing needs, finding a home, choosing an
agent, financing, and the closing process.

This booklet provides a brief description of
what it takes to finance a home and how the
mortgage process works. The guide isintended
to describe different types of mortgages and
how to shop for the mortgage that suitsa
particular Situation. It is set up to answer these
guestions; what types of mortgages are
avalable?, how big aloan can | get?; how will
the type of mortgage | get determine how much
house | can afford?, and which mortgage is best
for my budget? My future? The booklet is
available for free by calling 1-800-611-9566.

Guide, thisbook discusses VA digibility
guiddines, aswel asinformation about the
home loan process, how to select aredtor, and
current program changes, such as the changes
in the national guard/ireservist deadlines. The
book aso reviews some common
misconceptions that veterans have about this
benefit. For example, thisloan benefit does not
expire 10 years after departing service like
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educational benefits do. This book can be
found in many public libraries, or it isavailable
for $9.95, plus tax, by caling 1-800-VA-
HOMES.

This booklet covers the basics of the
homebuying process, focusing on determining
how much house you can afford, genera
financia congderations for homeowners, and
mortgage financing. The booklet aso suggests
that the potentia homebuyer should talk to a
professond redtor and afinancid advisor. The
booklet is available for free by cdling 1-800-
611-9566. Y ou should receive the booklet in
four to six weeks.

The Homebuyer's Kit. Edith Lank.
Champaign, I11. : Real Estate Education
Co., adivison of Dearborn Financial Pub.,
1994. 194 p.

This book was written by ared estate
columnigt from the Los Angeles Times
Syndicate that has sold rea estate and taught
redl estate classes at the college level. The
book is meant to answer questions such as,
"How do we start to buy a house? How much
house can we afford? Should we wait to save
up more down payment? Which mortgage plan
is best? Where do you find agood agent? Do
we need alawyer?' Lank also explains how
organizations such as Fannie Mae and Freddie
Méac areinvolved in the housng market. The

book ends with a glossary and an extensve
gppendix of monthly payment tables.

The Homebuyer's Survival Guide. Kenneth
W. Edwards. Chicago : Real Estate
Education Co., 1994. 190 p.

This book is easy to read and written wholly
from the buyer's point of view. In the preface,
Edwards mentions "caveat emptor"-- buyer
beware, or he offersa Russan saying, " The
only free cheeseisin the mousetrgp.” The first
of histhirteen homebuyer surviva drategiesis,
"Learn as much as you possible can about the
entire process on your own." Edwards offers a
solid definition of buyer agency. Each chepter is
followed by a section of "red flag checkligs'
and "survivd drategies” Many humorous
anecdotes make for easy reading.

How to Buy a House With No (or Little)
Money Down. Martin M. Shenkman and
Warren Boroson. New York : Wiley, 1995.
2nd. Edition. 292p.

The beginning of this book is written a bit more
technicaly than most other books about
homebuying. Although the authors reviews the
pros and cons of buying a house with little or no
down payment, they are quick to caution the
reader to be reditic about his or her financial
Stuation. The book covers topics such as sdller
financing, equity sharing, and lessing with the
option to buy. The main unique feeture of the
book is the information about the tax
consequences of various aspects of the
homebuying process. Thereis dso review of
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VA guaranteed loans and a glossary.

How to Buy a House With No or Poor
Credit. ThomasK. Masters. New York:
Wiley, 1996. 208 p.

This book covers dternative financing options.
For instance, there are sections about seller
financing, assumable and wrap-around
financing, reverse mortgages, short sale
Stuations, and lease options. Descriptions of
severd Federd Housing Adminigtration and
Veterans Adminigration programs are
included. The author aso has a section about
drategies for cleaning up your credit. A
glossary isincluded at the end of the book.

How to Buy Your Home-- and Do It Right.
Sue Beck. Chicago: Real Estate Education
Company, 1993. 246 p.

Thisbook is uniquein that it devotes severa
paragraphs early in the book to information
about homes digible for HUD rehabilitation
loans and homesin small towns and rurd aress.
The author stresses the importance of noticing
the avallability of the basic utilities and getting to
know the officids involved in the process of
buying ahomein arura area (see the section
on state rural development coordinators). FHA
loans and VA loans have their own chapters.
The overview of Farmers Home Adminigtration
(FmHA) is il good information, but it now
gppliesto programs of the US Department of
Agricultures Rurd Housing Service. For more
information about RUS programs, please
contact your state rural development

coordinator. Other sections include information
about choosing aredtor, the homebuying
process followed from contract to closing (“the
full escrow closing"), and issues such astitle
insurance. A glossary and amortization
schedules are included as appendices.

Kiplinger's Buying and Selling a Home.
Kiplinger's. Washington, DC: The
Kiplinger Washington Editors, Inc., 1996.
405 p.

This book is broken up into three sections: part
one, for buyers, part two, for selers; and part
three, for resdentid investors. Only part one
was reviewed for this publication. The section
covers basc information about assessing your
resources, finding a home (including a section
on manufactured homes), working with red
edtate professonds, having the home ingpected,
financing, and the settlement process. Thereis
also adescription of the tax breaks associated
with home ownership. One feature of the book
isthat it provides severa addresses and phone
numbers to try for more information, such as
the Nationd Council of State Housing Finance
Agencies, the American Society of Home
Inspectors, and the address for Fannie Mae.

The New Mortgage Tips & Payment
Tables. Bruce N. Hahn. Arlington, VA:
American Homeowner s Foundation Press,
1997. 60 p.

This book contains advice on mortgage loans
and lender sdlection, tips on loan application
and settlement, monthly mortgage payments
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tables, and more. The book aso mentionsthe
use of contingent mortgage approva or an
advance loan commitment to sirengthen the
prospective home buyer's ability to negotiate.

Opening a Door to a Home of Your Own.
The Fannie M ae Foundation. Washington,
DC: TheFoundation, 1996. 24 p.

This booklet presents several questions that a
potentia homebuyer should think about when
determining how much home he or she can
afford. There isinformation about how lenders
determine the amount of mortgage you may
recelve and tables that help determine things
such as monthly payments. The booklet
contains a mortgage qualifying worksheet that
will help potentia homebuyers evaluate their
finandd standing.

The Smart Money Guide to Bargain

Chicago, Ill. : Dearborn Financial Pub.,
1994. 232 p.

This book is written with both homebuyers and
amdl red estate investorsin mind. Thereisa
chapter about the process of buying aHUD
home. The book covers information about
buying directly from the owner before
foreclosure Fannie Mae and secondary market
foreclosure sdles, and the VA foreclosure
resae program. There is a chapter about the
Resolution Trust Corporation and the Federa
Deposit Insurance Corporation and a glossary.

Starting Out: The Complete Homebuyer's
Guide. Dian Hymer. San Francisco, CA:
Chronicle Books, 1997. 314 p.

This book, written by a syndicated redl estate
advice columnig, is very comprehensve. It
covers the basics of determining what you can
afford, working with real estate professondls,
negotiating the purchase, financing the
purchase, and the settlement process. Thereis
aso an entire chapter devoted to information
about the home inspection process. The author
aso provides a definition of "short sdes” which
is not included in mogt other homebuying
books. The gppendices include amortization
tables, aglossary, plus nice charts that review
sample closing costs, contract contingencies,
and questions to ask aredtor to determine
locdl red estate customs and practices.

Tips and Traps When Buying a Home.
Robert [rwin. New York: McGraw-Hill,
1995. 209 p.

This book covers the bascs of home buying,
including ng the market conditions,
choosing ared estate professond, negotiating
the purchase, and closing. The book aso
reviews some issues not covered by other
home buying books, such as how to check the
schoals in the neighborhood, the community's
crime rate, and how to foresee the future worth
of the property. A chapter is devoted to

eva uating the worth of condominiums or co-op
gtuations. Thereis aso a section on how to
lower closing codts.
